Guys I made measurements of the hamstick on 40 and 20 meters last 

year. I found the 40 meter version properly tuned to frequency is almost 
exactly 10 DB weaker than a 40 meter dipole at 20 feet. This was over 
distances of 300 to 1000 miles. 


The 20 meter version I was sure would be better, but compared to 
the w3ff short (16 feet) dipole the dipole was 20 DB better than the 
hamstick! 


So if you can run 100 watts to a hamstick in your car you will get 

out pretty well. But for QRP work they do resemble a dummy load. For the 
upcoming FYBO contest I expect to be wrapped up in winter clothing with a 
w3ff antenna, 10 foot mast, card table and chair, keypaddle and battery

Subject: [frcc] Comments on QST Coverage of Contests 

Folks, 

Frank Fallon, N2FF, the Hudson Division Director and YCCC member, 

called me Sunday afternoon in response to my earlier email on the 
subject of Contest Coverage in QST. 

The essence of our discussion is contained in the paragraphs below. The 
issue at hand is mostly about money, lack of advertising growth, a 
deficit budget (several years running), etc. I don't put much stock in 
the "conspiracy theories" that have been circulating here and on the 
reflectors. 


I know the powers that be (the ARRL BoD) recognize the importance of the 
"contest community", that we are in fact the movers and shakers, the 
"leadership" contingent of the league (look at all the Directors and 
managers at HQ who are active contesters). What the Directors don't 
seem to know how to do is reduce the size of the deep division which 
exists within the amateur radio community, between the coded HFers and 
the Shack on a Belt crowd. Incentive Licensing has increased the 
"numbers", and probably saved the amateur radio from quicker extinction, 
but the lack of common goals, experience, etc. between these groups is 
all too obvious. How do they cater to both constituencies in the "house 
organ"? How do they present the hobby in its best light to the general 
public, potential recruits, and the newbies? 


I would hate to see full contest results printed in QST go the way of 
the wind. Over the years I've had discussion after discussion of score 
listings with the local 2M repeater crowd. It's clear the casual guys 
really get a kick out of seeing their call listed in THE MAGAZINE. And 
by deduction I KNOW not having the scores in print will somehow diminish 
their incentive to participate in contests. Web listings simply don't 
have the same impact. And shuttling the scores into NCJ is not the right 
answer. 


It would be great to see more contest editorial content, searchable 
databases, etc. on the League's website. Can't ever get enough data for 
analysis. But I have my doubts the resources exist to bring this to 
reality, at least not in the short term. 

Bottom line, IMHO Newington management blew it. The leaking of the 
proposal has created an unwanted firestorm. If they had done their 
homework, and laid a better groundwork, the proposal would have had a 
much higher likelihood of passage this time around. But the contest 
community has be writing their Directors in large numbers, and even the 
local club folks are up in arms. The Directors are "politicians" and 
don't like seeing the cart teetering about - its much better when 
everyone remains calm and things run smoothly. 


I'll predict the ARRL BoD will NOT eliminate contest coverage in any 
meaningful way at this board meeting. Parts of the budget proposal will 
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be tabled for further "investigation". Elimination of Section Notes is 
somewhat more likely to be passed, and actually the web is a much better 
forum for this information since it provides immediate and timely 
distribution. The local news group just are not as well organized as we 
contesters. OK, enough of this nonsense....time to discuss something far 
more important..... have you ALL made arrangements to operate the CQ 160 
CW contest January 25-27?

OFF TO DALLAS FOR THE ARRL BOARD MEETING 
On Wednesday I fly down to Dallas for the ARRL Board meeting. At 8:30 
Thursday morning I will chair a meeting of the Membership Services 
Committee which will be looking at a number of issues including possible 
revision of some of the club contest rules, moving line by line contest 
scores to the web rather than QST, and the status of the Log Book of the 
World project slated to come on line by mid year. That meeting may go 
past noon with the long agenda we have. Vice Director Steve Mendelsohn, 
W2ML will be flying in later in the day and we will both attend a dinner 
that evening with the other ARRL Board members followed by an hour plus 
informal meeting of the Board where we get to talk about current ham 
radio issues. The regular Board meeting will begin at 8:30 Friday 
morning and go to about 5 PM. On Saturday we do it again until we have 
finished the agenda some time Saturday afternoon. Outside meeting time 
directors spend a great deal of time discussing issues and motions 
trying to gain support for motions they will be making at the end of the 
meeting. It's really pretty hectic and challenging; a bit like a full 
weekend contest session where your are out to win first place worldwide. 
One of the first orders of business will be the election of officers and 
I expect that Jim Haynie, W5JBP, will again be elected ARRL President. 
All of the directors, and we are the ones who vote, are very happy with 
his leadership. He has been very proactive and hands on leading us in 
the right direction. He has donated a tremendous amount of his personal 
time to ARRL matters and traveled all over the country on behalf of ARRL 
and Amateur Radio. Please remember Jim is an unpaid volunteer and he is 
NOT retired. I have a great deal of admiration for the job Jim is doing 
and I didn't vote for him last time around two years ago, but I will 
this time. 

Immediately after officer elections the Board votes for the four 
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director members of the Executive Committee. I hope to again be elected 
to the EC for a fourth year. This committee makes a lot of important 
decisions and sets policy, if necessary, between normal Board meetings. 
I find working on it very interesting and rewarding. 

PROPOSED CHANGES FOR QST 

One of the more controversial items we will be dealing with at the 
January ARRL Board meeting is the impact of 2002 budget and cuts in QST. 
On November 17th I attended a meeting of the Administration and Finance 
Committee held in Newington to which I was invited in my capacity as 
chair of the Membership Services Committee. I do not have a vote on that 
committee but was invited along with the chair of the Volunteer 
Resources Committee because some of the proposed cuts in budget in 2002 
would impact on our areas and services. The A&F committee unanimously 
voted to approve the 2002 proposed budget and present it to the full 
Board in Dallas. In order to continue to fund most of our programs the 
A&F committee decided to use a number of cost cutting devices including 
cutting sixteen pages per issue out of QST which would decrease our 
operating deficit by $100,000 in 2002. Despite our best effort ad 
placement continues to lag and you need not be an economist to realize 
that this is probably not going to improve a great deal in 2002. Only 
four issues of QST in 2002 would have 176 pages. The rest would have 160 
pages. Some of you will be aware that CQ Magazine, which recently ceased 
publication of two of its other magazines, is currently publishing only 
100 pages per month. It has been very difficult to get advertising in 
ham radio magazine the past few years. Plans are to achieve these QST 
page cuts by moving the Section Manager reports, which account for at 
least six full QST pages each month, to the ARRL Web where they will be 
given more space than they currently receive and where they can be 
instantly updated without the three month time lag QST printing causes. 
In addition SM's now have the ability to send an electronic newsletter 
in the same fashion as I am sending this newsletter. Contest results 
will be cut back but not eliminated. Field Day results will be printed 
in full as usual but other line by line contest scores will also be 
moved to the web late in 2002. Here again web contest coverage will be 
expanded with the addition of pictures and more analysis of contest 
operations. 

Directors are expected to keep financial information within the Board 
family until it is made public such as at Board meetings. As I knew that 
this information was going to be controversial I felt that that at the 
Hudson Division Cabinet meeting on December 1st, after asking all 
present to keep the information confidential, I briefed members of the 
cabinet on these proposed changes and we discussed them. While no one 
present was happy with the proposed change most understood the reason 
for it. A few, including one SM though it a bad idea. I want to thank 
those at that cabinet meeting for keeping the matter confidential as I 
wanted their input and understanding on this subject which is really a 
confidential matter - it's a corporation business plan. Everyone at the 
meeting, even those who opposed the cuts, keep that confidence. Thank 
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you. Someone in another division leaked the information. At this point, 
after looking at the alternatives and continuing to discuss the few 
options available with other directors, I remain reluctant to oppose the 
proposal and increase the deficit by another $100,000, but we will 
probably put off the move for now. Implementation was slated for late in 
2002. The bottom line is it is financial considerations forcing us to 
consider these changes. These are tough times requiring tough decisions 
and changes in how we get information. Another dues increase is not an 
option. While we may stall or postpone the decision, I feel the 
information will eventually be moved to the web. 

Here is what Dave Sumner, K1ZZ, has been sending in response to comments 
and inquiries about the proposed QST changes. 

Two major trends are changing how the ARRL can best convey information 
to its members. 

One is the growth in members' access to the Internet. As of December 
2000, 92% of ARRL members had computers and 89% had access to the 
Internet. Both percentages no doubt are higher today. More than 94,000 
members are registered to use the members-only portion of the ARRL Web 
site. Tens of thousands do so on a regular basis. Every week, the ARRL 
Letter is sent electronically to more than 61,000 members and is passed 
along to countless others. Impressive as those numbers may be, the 
Internet is also effective in reaching smaller groups with specialized 
information. It is not an exaggeration to say that very nearly every 
active radio amateur uses the Internet in some way to enhance his or her 
Amateur Radio involvement. 

Every month, some portions of the print version of QST are made 
available in advance to members via the Web site. For example, February 
2002 QST is just being printed but members who are interested have 
already been able to read the Product Reviews of the ICOM 756 PRO II and 
the Yaesu FTV-1000 6-meter transverter and the results of the August 
2001 UHF Contest. 

We can say with pride that the ARRL is in the forefront among national 
membership associations in making effective use of the Internet. Our 
commitment of resources has kept pace with its growing importance. 

The other major trend is in the economics of print media, particularly 
as they apply to QST. Three things are working against us: postage and 
paper increases that far exceed the general rate of inflation and a 
softening of the advertising market, not only in Amateur Radio but 
industry-wide. 

The ARRL Board and management are keenly aware that most members regard 
QST as the principal tangible benefit of membership. In July 2000 the 
Board took two actions that underscored this. The first was to direct 
that QST be printed in full color. This was accomplished beginning with 
the December 2000 issue. The second was to direct that QST be a minimum 
of 176 pages. 

The 176-page minimum was reasonable if one assumed that paid advertising 
would continue at then-existing levels. Unfortunately, that has not been

the case and there is no reason to believe that the situation will 
improve any time soon. The decline in paid advertising means revenues 
are down, but we can't adjust printing costs accordingly by reducing the 
page count. 

Therefore, at its meeting January 18-19 the Board will be asked to 
remove the 176-page minimum. The ARRL budget plan for 2002 that is being 
considered for ratification by the Board at this meeting calls for a 
substantial deficit, but assumes that the minimum will be removed in 
order to avoid enlarging the deficit by approximately another $100,000. 
Because the economics of magazine production require that pages be 
printed in multiplies of 16, we anticipate that in 2002 there will be 
some issues with 176 pages but that most will contain 160 pages. 

But if QST is to be smaller, what will be reduced? From member surveys 
we know what in QST is popular and what isn't. We certainly don't want 
to reduce the content that's popular, such as feature and technical 
articles (according to the surveys we could never have enough antenna 
articles) and popular columns. We also realize that some QST content 
that is not very popular serves an important organizational purpose; its 
value cannot be measured by popularity alone. Finally, we also recognize 
that for some QST content there are better delivery alternatives than 
for some other content. 

An example is the Annual Index of QST articles in the December issue, 
which typically takes eight pages. Today there is an on-line QST index 
on the Web site that is much easier to use than the print version. So in 
this case we have a QST feature that takes a lot of pages and, while no 
doubt useful to many, is low in popularity and can be delivered ina 
more useful form to the vast majority of members. Accordingly, we are 
not planning to print the Annual Index in December 2002 QST. 

There are two QST features that require substantially more space and can 
be delivered more usefully to members electronically: Section News and 
contest line scores. 

Each month, between six and seven pages of QST is devoted to Section 
News. The space available to Section Managers to report activities in 
their sections has always been limited to a certain number of lines 
based on the number of members in each section. Communication between 
Section Managers and the volunteers within the section field 
organization is extremely important, but it is clearly not efficient to 
print 170,000 copies in order to communicate with members in sections 
having memberships ranging from a high of 6,600 to a low of 73. Today, 
thanks to the Internet and the Web Section Managers are able to reach 
their members with more information on a far more timely basis, and with 
photos, links to other Web sites, and other capabilities that have never 
been available to them via QST. Accordingly, the budget plan for 2002 
calls for Section News to be moved from QST to the Web. Plans are in 
place to make the Web version of Section News a far more effective 
communications medium than the print version has ever been. 

Contest results are already available to members via the Web prior to 
their receipt of QST in the mail. From feedback we know that many of the 


> members who are interested in the contest results take advantage of 

> this. We also know from survey after survey that contest rules and 

> results are the most disliked content in QST; when we ask what members 
> would like more of, and what they would like less of, in QST the contest 
> results and rules rank dead last. Even so, encouraging operating skills 
> and station performance is an important part of the ARRL's mission. In 
> short, while the contest community is a significant constituency within 
> the ARRL membership, the amount of QST space committed to reporting of 
> line scores and detailed rules is out of proportion to the overall 

> interests of the membership. At the same time, we can provide much more 
> in-depth coverage of contest results via the Internet and the Web than 
> we could possibly provide in QST. For example, we can provide 

> band-by-band contact and multiplier information for each entrant, not 

> just for the high scorers. We can let contesters download the data so 

> they can perform their own analysis. With some of the space freed up by 
> moving line scores to a more appropriate medium we plan to expand 

> editorial coverage of contest activities in a way that we hope will be 
> more favorably received by the members who are not themselves contest 

> participants. As a more broadly based activity, Field Day results will 
> not be affected. 

> While we plan to implement these changes in ways that will enhance the 
> affected programs, change is seldom easy. We realize that while there 

> are fewer all the time, some members still do not have easy access to 

> the Internet and the Web. 

> The budget plan has been approved by the Administration and Finance 

> Committee and is now before the Board for ratification at its January 

> 18-19 meeting. There is a great deal of healthy discussion going on 

> among Board members. Whatever the Board ultimately decides, it will be 
> an informed decision.

Hi Brice, I think you will be pleased when you get up a dipole. Even if it 
isn't real high it will out perform the hamstick on 40 meters. 


What I have up you can see on my web page but it doesn't show the 
130 feet of wire fed in the center with 450 ohm ribbon wire available from 
AES. The ribbon comes down and through a hole in the wall to my old MFJ 
Tee type tuner. It connects to a 4:1 balun and the output of that goes to 
the Tee tuner. 


This antenna will load well on 80,40,30,20,17,15,12 and 10 meters. 
It also works well on MARS frequencies and just about any frequency you 
want. If you own a MFJ Tuner then DO make this antenna! I would try 80 
feet long wire if your short of space. Try and get the center at 20 feet 
high. Mine is 40 feet high. 


This antenna has a much larger capture area and very much less 
loss than the hamstick antenna. The hamstick has a feed point impedance of 
4 ohms at resonance on 40 meters. The ground resistance will be like 20 
ohms on that tripod. So most of the 3 watts is heating up the ground. 


Dipoles have no ground loss. With proper feedline and matching the 
losses are very low, like 10%

Guys I made measurements of the hamstick on 40 and 20 meters last 

year. I found the 40 meter version properly tuned to frequency is almost 
exactly 10 DB weaker than a 40 meter dipole at 20 feet. This was over 
distances of 300 to 1000 miles. 


The 20 meter version I was sure would be better, but compared to 
the w3ff short (16 feet) dipole the dipole was 20 DB better than the 
hamstick! 


So if you can run 100 watts to a hamstick in your car you will get 

out pretty well. But for QRP work they do resemble a dummy load. For the 
upcoming FYBO contest I expect to be wrapped up in winter clothing with a 
w3ff antenna, 10 foot mast, card table and chair, keypaddle and battery 
and FT-817, clipboard and paper. Hope 20 and 15 are open!

Hello Elmers of mine: 


After I got an FT-817 I entered in the Nov SSB Sweeps contest and hit 47 
states (including AK and HI) and most of the Canadian Provinces with 5 watts 
to a Carolina Windom antenna and an MFJ tuner. Many great operators on the 
other end. Some had to work hard while others seemed to pick me up easily. 


Looking at the HFPACK web site I saw a 6 band vertical antenna for backpack 
use (Walkabout ?). The author used a hollow fiberglas arrow shaft wound 
with enamel covered copper wire with taps leading to a dip switch that 
shorted the coils to the base of the antenna. Similar to an Outbacker 
antenna but using a dip switch and wires instead of a wander lead. 


I build one using a 10 meter Antron whip antenna and some scrap enameled 
wire (I intend to build it more carefully soon), put it on my Ford Ranger 
pickup hooked to the FT-817 and set the switch for the 17 meter band. 
Receiving worked pretty good and when I heard a station in Washoe Nevada I 
gave him a call. He said I was a little weak but looking at the radio I 
found that it was set for 2.5 watts. That antenna worked!!! Worked a few 


more on 10m and 15m before had to go to ballroom dance class. 
Now to finish the W3FF portable dipole and to rebuild the Walkabout.

OK - an opinion. Everyone has them, of course. 


I have experience with two - the Lakeview Hamstick and the antenna that 
resembles it manufactured by Pro-AM. 


They are functionally/electrically identical. Performance to me is 
identically. 


Physically, though, there is a clear advantage to the Pro-Am. The Hamstick 
finishes the top turn by going across the top of the fiberglass rod. If 
you were to look down in the hole for the stinger - you would notice the 
wire - and, in fact, the instructions note you should not force the stinger 
down into this hole for fear of damaging or shearing the wire. Note also 
that you have to cut the stinger to the frequency of interest as there is 
no where for the unwanted portion of the whip to go. Also, if you want to 
transport the Hamstick disassembled, you have to remove the whip with an 
allen wrench AFTER CAREFULLY MARKING IT since reassembly does not provide 
any clue where the whip should actually be installed. You did have to cut 
it so you can't get it too far off from where you tuned it. 


The Pro-Am, on the other hand, has a fitting at the top of the 
antenna. This fitting allows for the whip to be adjusted to different 


lengths, then locked with allen screws. The entire top fitting can be 

removed with a pair of small crescent wrenches for transport. This avoids 
completely the danger to the top turn of the coil and the ambiguity of 
reassembling the antenna. Additionally, the antenna is made from a hollow 
tube and allows the unused portion of the stinger whip to be lowered into 

the tube. So, after adjustment for resonance, you have avoided cutting the 
whip in case you want to re-tune it for a much lower frequency at a later time. 


Again, no difference in the way they perform, just a significant difference 
in the way they were engineered for the real world. 


I've owned and used both.

I have owned Hamsticks from Lakeview, and similar antennas from, Antron, 
Valor, and even Ten Tec. They all performed about the same, and they 
all performed well. I have used the 6, 10, 12, 15, and 20 meter 
versions with great success for SSB QRP mobile operation. I had very 


little success on 40M SSB QRP with xanyx antenna, and I do not feel 
comfortable even trying CW in the car. I generally run 50W if I want to 
get on 40M SSB. CW is another matter :) 


I've compared the Hamsticks with the Outbacker TriSplit. Honestly, 
there isn't any real difference.

I've built several circuits where diode (electronic) switching is used to 
switch some capacitance or inductance in and out of a circuit. Typically, 
this might be to shift the VFO between transmit and receive. But I haven't 
really tried doing it myself in my own design. What are the rules? 


Typically, you'll want to switch in some capacitance across a tank to 
ground to make it be active, and leave the cap floating when not active. 
So the cap goes from the tank thru a 1N914 and to ground (cathode to 
ground). A DC control line connects at the junction of the cap and diode. 
It's fed thru a choke or a resistor. When DC voltage is applied, current 
flows thru the diode and this creates a path for RF through the capacitor 
and diode to ground. 


Just guessing, I reckon the DC current would need to be larger than the 
peak RF current(?). And the RF voltage shouldn't exceed 0.7 volts peak, to 
prevent turning on the diode with not control signal present(?) What if it 
is bigger than 0.7 volts? Some sort of scheme to reverse bias the thing? 
If there's a big blocking cap between the cathode and ground, it would 
charge to the peak and block conduction. But then there would have to be a 
big resistor to ground in parallel with the blocking cap, to provide the DC 
bias path. 


How about using a transistor instead of a diode? That should handle a lot 
more voltage, eh? 


Any pointer and rules of thumb for me?

This was my belief until last summer. I walked into a radio shop in New 
Jersey and saw a bunch of "Hamsticks" on the wall that didn't look quite 
like the one on my car. 


The shopkeeper indicated that a number of companies had been making antennas 
called Hamsticks, and that there had been a copyright suit to settle the 
claim to the name. I believe that Lakeview won that suit, but prior to 


that, several companies had been selling antennas called Hamsticks. The 
antennas he had were produced prior to that suit. 


If someone on the list picked up a "Hamstick" before last year, and hasn't 
been Hamstick shopping since, he could very well have an antenna produced by 
someone else, and we all could be talking about different antennas. Right 
now, today, if you buy a Hamstick it will most likely have been made by 
Lakeview, but that was not always the case. 


The thing that made me question whether this is the difference people talk 
about is that my installation, which works quite well, is about as poor an 
installation as you can get. I use my Hamstick (from Lakeview btw) on my 
wife's car, with poor grounds and a mag mount. Normally we take my wife's 
car on vacation, and that's my chance to operate HF mobile. So once or 
twice a year I pop the Icom into the car Now that I have the newer car, 
I'm going to have to figure out how to get an HF lashup in it, and the car 
appears to have been carefully designed to thwart such an attempt. But 
that's another story.

It receives well on 40 but transmitting performance seemed less then expected.

"somehow" from the mag-mount base to the car body.
